Cyrus S. Eaton, leader of the anti- 
merger group, denied that the mer- 
ger had a majority, declaring re- 
sults of the vote could not be deter- 
mined until all had been counted. He 
believed, however, that the merger 
fight hinged on Judge Turnbaugh's 
decision.

Stockholders of the big Toungs- 


town company cast their ballots last 
night. 
The block on which Judge 


Turnbaugh 
ruled was counted in 


favor of the merger and Attorney L. 
A. Manchester, general counsel for 
Sheet and Tube, said the total vote;

show 870,000 votes for the merger.

gress. When it hasn't anything else to 
do, which is most of the time, it de- 
bates the'wet and dry issue. Some of 
it is sincere and some of it is for po- 
litical home consumption. If it has got- 
ten anywhere on the subject the fact is 
yet to be perceived. 
The Democrats 


are to be given credit for being wetter 
than the Republicans. But the repre- 
sentatives of the southern states 
re- 


main militantly dry. When the Liter- 
ary Digest poll is concluded Republi- 
cans may widen their horizon by tak- 
ing cognizance of the results. 
Both 


parties are, as a matter of fact, split 
wide open over prohibition. 


The disclosures concerning Mr. Ras- 


kob's contributions to the work of the 
Anti-Prohibition 
association 
have 


raised a storm in dry Democratic 
circles, with the demand that lie resign 
as chairman of the Democratic nation- 
al committee. We .have always 
had 


our doubts as to the value of Mr. Ras- 
kob to the Democratic party and if his 
trial fliglit in the field of .politics is to 
be judged by the 1928 elections, it was 
not a success. AVe cannot see that Mr. 
Raskob's fitness is particularly 
com- 


promised by his personal attachment 
to the wet cause. 
We should say it 


were more 
vulnerable 
on 
other 


grounds. It is peculiarly unfortunate 
for the party and its liberal instincts 
that the backbone of its strength is in 
the South. The South simply will- not 
tolerate wet control of the 
organiza- 


tion and presumably it will not sup- 
port a wet candidate for president. 
Without the South the ' Democratic 
cause is hopeless. 


It is a little far in the future to pre- 


dict issues in 1932, but it does not look 
at this time as though 
prohibition 


would be a clear-cut issue in even the 
next presidential election. If the Hoo- 
ver administration obviously 
makes 


' good its claim for better enforcement, 
that will tend to eliminate the issue. 
If prohibition is to be displaced the 
great thing is to find something to dis- 
place it with. We have no doubt the 
country would vote overwhelmingly 
for repeal of the 
eighteenth amend- 


ment if it believed a satisfactory sub- 
stitute were at hand. It has a horror of 
going back full-fledged to the saloon. 
It fias no confidence that the liquor 
forces of the country will obey 
any 


law, even if it were state-control like 
that in operation in Ontario. Neverthe- 
less', the sentiment for repeal or modi- 
fication, of the eighteenth amendment 
is constantly Increasing. 3t is only a 
question of time until something dif- 
ferent than the fraud and mocker}' -ue 
now have will come about.

TOO MUCH EDUCATION? 


American colleges are handing out 


too many degrees. Some 2;>,000 young 
people are graduated 
from colleges 


and universities this year. The college 
graduate is becoming a drug on the 
market, and the day soon may come 
when a bachelor of arts degree will 
not be worth a snap of the fingers. All 
of this is the complaint of a Milwau- 
kee teacher, voiced in a recent address 
before the Milwaukee Women's City 
Club. It is not especially new. 
Criti- 


cisms along the same line have been 
heard rather often in the 
last few 


years. But it is worth looking at if only 
for the reason that it represents 
so 


completely erroneous a conception of 
what a college education ought to be. 


A college, after all, is not primarily a 


place where a young man can be 
taught how to get ahead in life. Except 
for the 
technical and 
professional 


schools, it is not greatly 
concerned 


with the earning power of the people it 
sends out into the world. It is the pro- 
cess of living rather than the process 
of earning a living, that a college deals 
with. A graduate may become a mil- 
lionaire or he may never in his life rise 
above a salary of $50 a week; either 
way, the college has done its job if the 
graduate's life is richer, 
fuller 
and 


freer because of his college training. 


For if there is one thing on earth 


which any college worth its salt does 
teach, it is that success in life does not 
at all depend on the amount of money 
one is able to make. If that concept is 
wrong, then 
Harry Sinclair, 
Babe 


Ruth and Al Caponc are more illustri- 
ous citizens than such a scientist as R. 
A. Millikan, for example, or a 
jurist 


like Oliver Wendell Holmes, or a hu- 
manitarian like Jane Addams. But if it 
is right—if there is something in life 
more important than the ability 
to 


command a large salary—then 
there 


can never, by any stretch of the imag- 
ination, be so many college graduates 
that a bachelor of arts degree is worth- 
less. 


All of this is rather elementary, of 


course. But it is worth repeating, since 
the complaint of this Milwaukee teach- 
er expresses a rather common miscon- 
ception. It is undoubtedly true that a 
great many young people spend four 
years at college without really absorb- 
ing the lesson that the college is sup- 
posed to impart. To them, a college 
degree is valuable only as an open se- 
same to some good job, and if it fails' 
to function in that way they have 
wasted their time. But to the young 
man or woman who has fully experi- 
enced the broadening influence that a 
college education should give, a criti- 
cism like the one quoted here is the 
last word in pointlessncss.

Some of his contributions were: the mercury 


lamp; 
the first plan for the transmission of 


light and power great distances: a formula for

ATTEMPT TO LOWER 


CITY WATER RATES 


Mayor 
Introduces Resolu- 


tion Asking Railroad 
Com- 


mission for Cut 


Menasha—A resolution Introduced 


by Mayor W. E. Held, asking for a 
reduction in water rates for Mena- 
sha, was defeated by a vote of 8 to 
2 at an adjourned meeting of the 
common council Tuesday evening. 


In presenting the resolution Mayor 


Held stated that 
numerous com- 


plaints have been received from wa- 
ter consumers that they have been 
over-charged. 
General discontent 


with present rates seems to predomi- 
nate, he indicated. 


In his resolution the mayor' pro- 


posed that the city attorney and city 
clerk be empowered to apply to the 
Wisconsin Railroad commission for 
rates reduction and for amendment 
of the present rates. 


At the present tune a minimum 
rate of ?3 per 9,000 gallons of water 
is charged Menasha consumers quar- 
terly. Consumers must pay an addi- 
tional 30 cents for every 1,000 gal- 
lons of water used over the mini- 
mum amount. 
Until the present 


rates were adopted water users in 
this city were charged a flat rate per; 
gallon, Mayor Held explained. 


OPPOSE MEASURE 


"It would be unwise and foolish 


for the same council, which voted in 
favor of an increase in rates two 
years ago, to support a resolution 
proposing a reduction now," Alder- 
man McGillan said. 
"Why should 


this council, which has been working 
harmoniously for the past two years, 
at its last meeting show such In- 
consistency?" 


Alderman Kelly supported Mr. Me- 


Gillan's statements. 
He said that 


a move of this kind must he support- 
ed by public sentiment before any- 
thing is done. 


"Two years ago when the present 


rates were adopted, they went into 
effect at a hearing at Madison and 
the people of Menasha had little to 
say in the matter," Alderman Kelly 
said. "It is necessary now, however, 
that the public be consulted before 
this old question is voted on again." 


Alderman Meyer was of the opin- 


ion that the public at large does not 
object to the present rate, but would 
be strongly opposed to an increase in 
taxes, were the water commission 
unable to meet its bond issues at the 
end of 1930. 
REJECT HOSE BIDS 


Bids on 1,500 feet of fire hose for 


the fire department 
were rejected 


and it was decided to leave the pur- 
chase to the new council when it 
takes over the reins under N. G. 
Remmel, mayor-elect, next Tuesday 
evening. Certified checks are to be 
returned to the six bidders 
from 


throughout the state. 


The need for additional fire hose 


was voiced by Fire Chief Paul Thei- 
mer immediately after the council 
rejected the bids. He reported that 
the department has but 3,000 feet of 
'lose, less than any city in the state. 


Several members 
of the council 


objected strenuously to the resolu- 
tion that hies be rejected, claiming 


that Chief Thcimer was justified in 
demanding additional equipment. 


"If Menasha high school should 


catch fire, the department 
would 


have but four leads to the 
fire, 


which would allow no additional hose 
in case of a break," Chief Thelmer 
said. "If two fires should break out 
at the same time, there would be no 
additional hose, and it would be nec- 
essary for Menasha to go to Nee- 
nah for help."

Sales on the 
deferred payment plan last- year 
alone are estimated to have reached 
a total of eight billion dollars. 
It 


is evident that any breakdown in the 
installment credit machinery would 
have widespread and 
unfortunate 


economic reprecussions. 


In view of that fact it is Interest- 


Ing to learn today from unofficial 
reports of two of the largest com- 
mercial credit organizations in the 
United States that the stock mar- 
ket crash last autumn and the bus! 
ness recession have affected their 
business •sery little. 


The test of the installment credit 


business is the repossession of ar- 
ticles eold to the public. Articles are 
repossessed when buyers fail to meet 
their 
installment 
payments. 
In 


spite of the increase in unemploy- 
ment throughout the country, such 
repossession on the average have 
been almost normal. 


Automobiles and radios have been 


th« principal exception. Reposses- 
sions of each class of articles have 
Increased but not greatly. One large 
company reports an increase of 
about 1 per cent. That is to say, 
the defaults in payments have been 
about 1 per cent above normal on 
those lines. On other lines they have 
remained at normal figures. 
Col- 


lections have been, good—better, 
some say, than collections on open 
Accounts of stores. 


Sales on the Installment plan ac- 


tually have increased during the last 
few months. One large company re- 
ports that the volume of purchases 
it has financed on the deferred pay- 
ment plan during 
January and 


February •was about 2 per cent larg- 
er than during the corresponding 
period of last year. Sales in Novem- 
ber and December also ehowed in- 
creases. 


SHOWS PEOPLE HONEST 


These statistics tend to prove the 


theory that sales of articles habitual- 
ly purchased on the installment plan 
increase when general business is 
poor. That is explained by the fact 
that persona who in times of pros- 
perity pay cash buy on 
deferred 


payments when times are hard. The 
record also goes to show that the 
American people are honest and pay 
their debts. 


The number and variety of articles 


sold on deferred payments has tend- 
ed to increase vastly In the last de- 
cade or so. In the old da>s it was 
•customary to buy household goods 
and pianos mainly on credit. Then 
came the automobile, followed by the' 
radio. Inventions like the electric 
washer, the 
electric 
refrigerator, 


the vacuum cleaner and other new 
household appliances fell promptly 
into the Installment credit category. 


The latest development and 
the 


most interesting in the installment 
credit field is the sale of industrial 
liens such as formerly never were 
eold. An amazingly large number of 
industrial appliances now are mer- 
chandised In that way, such as 
steam shovels, tractors, harvesters, 
cement misers and other road build- 
ing machinery; also store fixtures 
and equipment of similar nature. 


As distinguished from household 


goods, automobiles and radios, the 
industrial appliances are 
regarded 


as better liens because they are pro- 
ductive. The buyers start to pro- 
duce with their appliances as soon 
as they buy them, so that their ma- 
chines pay as they go. Installment 
sales of productive goods have ex- 
panded about 20 per cent In the last 
year. 


On the whole the evidence tends 


to prove that misgivings frequently 
uttered by old school economists re- 
garding the dangers of Installment 
credit have no jurisdiction, 
while 


the economic benefits are many and 
important.
